bition led him to set out for himself and become his own

HE WANTED TO BECOME an automobile 
facturer himself, so he approached E. R. Thomas of 


Buffalo, then producing the famous Thomas Flyer, one 
of the leading cars of the industry at that time, and

It was a successful venture but Mr. Chapin was ambitious | 
. to be on his own instead of under the guidance of E. R. 


Thomas, so he induced the late Hugh Chalmers, then the 
dynamic sales manager of National Cash Register, to 
join him in the formation of the Chalmers Motor Car Co., 
of which Mr. Chapin was general manager and treasurer. 
The combination was a winner from the start. In 1909 
Mr. Chapin pulled away from the Chalmers company and 
organized the Hudson company. What he did with 
Hudson is automobile history—its place in the automobile 
sun never has been questioned.

BUT THAT ISN’T ALL of the Roy Chapin story. His | 


by-product activities were many and diversified. Early 
he realized that without roads, by which is meant good 
roads, the market for automobiles necessarily was limited. 
So all his business life he fought for improved highways 
and it was largely due to his activities that our traffic | 
arteries are what they are today. The old National | 
Automobile Chamber of Commerce had him as chair- | 
man of its good roads committee for years and he wasn’t | 
any figurehead by any manner of means in this job. He | 
did things and when our posterity gets to bragging about |

HONORS CAME EASILY to Mr. Chapin. He was} 
president of the National Automobile Chamber of Com- | 
merce in 1927 and ’28; he headed the Highway Transport 
Committee of the Council of National Defense during | 
the World War, and was chairman of the Sixth Inter- 
national Road Conference in 1930, 

But his crowning achievement came when President 
Hoover made him Secretary of Commerce. And once, 
when Hoover and other members of the cabinet who out- | 
ranked the Secretary of Commerce, were out of Wash- | 
ington, Mr. Chapin was unofficial president of the United | 
States for a day.

St. Louis.—A tally by makes, by 
total units sold in 1935 and by 
questions upon which votes are 
cast, shows an overwhelming ma-

Truck tions for January seemed headed for a 
Sales new high for the month, according to a 
Climb Polk estimate based on returns from 15 


states, The totals in the states now re- 
porting, according to Polk, point to a record, when the 
complete figures are available, of 42,000 units. This is far 
ahead of the previous January record, which was made 
last year, when 34,759 units were registered. The 15 
states to report to date represent 21.54 per cent of the 
national total with the registrations reaching 8,189 units, 
a gain of 22.13 per cent over December and 9.38 per cent 
ahead of the previous all-time record January of 1935. 
If this pace in the commercial car and truck field can 
be maintained during the coming months the industry 
seems headed for a new yearly record with the possibility 
of registering close to 550,000 during the 12-month period.

Volume for the entire year was 44.9 per 
cent above 1934 and December showed a 
gain of 116 per cent over the same month in the previous 
year. Combined commercial car and truck sales during 
1935 were 185,848 against 128,256 in 1934. Of this total 
in 1935, 103,280 were trucks and 82,568 were commercial 
cars. This compared with 83,380 trucks and 44,876 com- 
mercial cars in 1934. Ford’s position in the commercial 
car and truck field improved in 1935 with the combined 
units registered representing 36.4 per cent of the in-
